Peary Receives Gould Medal. 

“Experience and determination were 
the chief forces which led to success 
in my search for North Pole.” 

Commander Rubret E. Peary thus 
summarized his Arctic travels when 
presented by the Georg raphical Society 
of Chicago with its Heltn Culver 
Gould medal for heroism and distin- 
guished service in exploration. 

Commander Peary gave a graphic 
description of how with seven men. 7 
sledges and 133 dogs he made his 
“final dash for the Pole.” “There, at 
least,” he said, “I planted the stars 
and stripes together with a brief rec- 
ord of my discovery. I hope the day 
will not be far distant when the flag 
will also be landed at the South Pole. 



Three Noted Cases Settled.

In the first case, the court ousted 
the receivers appointed in Clark 
county for the tobacco organization. 

Beach Hargis’ life imprisonment 
sentence for murdering his father, 
Judge James Hargis, in Breathitt 
county, was affirmed and he w’ill now 
be taken to the penitentiary, as w’ill 
James H. Parrish, who was gfv’en a 
five-year sentence for wrecking the 
Ow’ensboro Savings Bank and Trust 
Company.

Hargis Wants Renearing. 

A petition for a rehearing in the 
Beach Hargis case has been filed with 
the Court of Appeals, so it was stated 
Tuesday by parties from Jackson. The 
ground for the petition, which was fil- 
ed several days ago, according to a re- 
port is the dissenting opinion of two 
of the judges of the higher court who 
did not concur in refusing the prisoner 
a new trial. 

Young Hargis was given a life sen- 
tence for the murder of his father. 
Judge James Hargis, upon his final 
trial at Irvine sexeral months ago. 
The senence was affirmed by the Court 
of Appeals, and the motion for a new 
trial;rejected. Since then the prisomr 
has been in jail at Irvine, and this pe- 
tition for a rehearing is a final effort 
to save the patricide from the peniten- 
tiary walls.

Blue Grass League Talk. 

^ President W. C. Ussery, of the Blue 
Grass League, has r^eived a letter 
from Secretary Farrell, of the Board 
of Arbitration of the National Asso- 
ciation. notifying him that disputed 
base ball games -will be easy to settle 
the[coming season. A disputed or pro- 
tested game hereafter must be brought 
before the directors of the league and 
from their decision no appeal will be 
entertained by the National Board. 

Thi^rule is laid down by the Nation- 
al Board, said President Ussery, and 
will greatly facilitate the disposition 
of protested games, doing away with 
the long delay heretofore experienced 
in prosecuting an appeal to the higher 
body, and will have tendency to pre- 
vent dissatisfaction and loss of inter- 
est during the progress of the battle 
tor pennant honors. 

President Ussery is of the opinion 
that a higher class of umpires will be 
chosen this year and with instructions 
to enforce their authority during the 
progress of games. Kicking and pro< 
testing upon the part of players will 
be reduced to the minimum. 

He is in receipt of the contract sign- 
ed by William Setley, who will report 
for duty to Paris upon the opening of 
the league season on Thursday, May 5. 
Setley is one of the best umpires in the 
country, and with Silk O’Laughlin, 
umpired the games at the close of. the 
1909 season between the Cuban and 
Detroit teams in a series of games 
played in Cuba. Setley is now chief 
of the Pinkerton staff of detectives of 
the Jacksonville, Florida, race track. 

The two other umpires have been 
selected and thier contracts mailed to 
them. Tbeir^ames. however, will not 
be given out for publication till their 
contracts are signed and forwarded to 
the President.

Starting a Rubber Plant. 

Rubber plants are usually started 
by a method known as mossing. A 
cut is made in a young branch and a 
wedge put in it to keep the surfaces 
apart. A bunch of sphagnum moss is 
then fastened around the stem over 
the cut, the moss being kept wet. As 
soon as the young roots appear on the 
outside of the moss the young branch 
Is cut off and potted up.
